Manila, April 17.—The First and Sec- 


cnd "military districts of northern Lu- 
zon liave been consolidated and placed 
under co'minand of Brigadier General 
Funston. Similar action as been taken 
with regard TO the Fourth and Fifth 
districts of southern Luzon, and Gen 


1 eral Sumner has been placed in charge. 
' This action has allowed the relief of 


Generals Grant and Hall respectively 
and is one of the results of the pacified 
conditions of these districts. It is ex- 
pected that further consolidation will 
be made at an early date. 
, Sisson's band of outlaws made a 
jiight attack on Xorzagaray, Bulacan 
proA'ince, and succeeded in burning a 
part of the town. 


The chief of staff of the insurgent 


general Mascardo has surrendered at 
the town of Marivales, in Bataan prov- 
ince, Luzon. He said that Mascardo's 
band of followers, now greatly dimin- 
ished, are in a bad way. It is impossi- 
ble for them to elude the Americans, 
they are unable to obtain food and 
want to surrender. It is expected that 
•General Mascardo himself will surren- 
der shortly. 


It is intimated that an official an- 


nouncement regarding the disposition 
of Aguinaldo will soon be made. 


Judge Taft, president of the Philip- 


pine commission, who is now at Cebu, 
says that Mgr. Chapelle. the papal del- 
egate to the Philippine Islands, told 
him the friars were not to return to 
the provinces and that only a sufficient 
number of them were now in Manila 
to act as instructors in the college. 
This disposes of the troublesome "friar 
question." 
' The "friar question" has been one 
of the leading problems in the Philip- 
pine Islands for years. The authority 
lield by these men has created discord 
among ihe natives and is largely re- 
sponsible for tne revolts in the islands 


The natives objected to the friars in- 


terfering in the provinces, and in the 
recent revolt many friars were captur- 
ed and held prisoners by the rebels. 


If the friars are kept out of the prov- 


inces and only allowed in Manila, it 
jnea'ns that one great source of conten- 
tion has been overcome.

house. -- 
' Pitt is alleged to hare said that Cap- 
tain Read deceived Colonel Woodruff, 
who thought him thoroughly honest. 
The irregularities were, first attributed 
to Captain Bead's tinfjimiliarity with 
commis"parjr~wo"rlc7 "Colonel" Woodruff 
was reluctant to believe frauds •« ere 
being perpetrated, but the disclosures 
caused him to give Captain Read a 
severe reprimand and begin an investi- 
gation which may involve the examina- 
tion of Captain (now Major) Da vies, 
who was depot commissary before Cap- 
tain Read,-but was sent home on sick 
leave.

Odd War* In M'ltlch Tet«nu« Mnr 


Enter the Unman Sjr»ttrm—Any Mere 
Scratch Mar Admit It— 
Symptom* of tbe Dl»ea»e. 
The lockjaw bacillus is a formidable 


beast. It is inseparable from dirt. Down 
on Long Island, where the tetanus bacilli 
most do congregate, the microbe ought to 
be used as a bugaboo for searing dirty 
youngsters into reformation. Dirry bauds, 
lurking bacillus, a scratch or cur, and the 
mischief is done. 


The unenlightened public persists ia as- 


sociating all lockjaw with rusty nails and 
quite retases to 
^ept the bacillus that 


was formally introduced in 1SS5. As a 
matter of fact, the nail's only fnncrloa is 
the making of a wound through which the 
poison can enter the system, and an 
oyster shell or a toy pistol can serve the 
purpose of the bacillus quite as well as a 
nail. 


Why this bacillus should be especially 


prevalent in certain localities scientists 
do not explain, but the fact remains. 
The Shrewsbury river is a happy hunt- 
ing ground for the beast, and a clam 
shell taken out of the mud down there 
may inflict a scratch that will mean 
death. All Long Island mud is full of the 
bacillus,-and the fact that Long Island 
children live to grow up would speak vol- 
umes for their cleanliness were it not 
that exposure to sunlight kills the bacillus 
immediately, and so the sun fights for the 
preservation of the Long Island species. 


A wound upon the face or head, if ef- 


fected by the bacillus, will be more dan- 
gerous than a wound upon the foot or 
band. The poisoning develops more rap- 
dly and is more violent in form. A large 
majority of lockjaw cases originate in the 
feet or hands of the sufferers because 
those parts of the body are most exposed. 


In warm climates the disease is more 


common than ia colder localities, not be- 
cause the, germ revels in heat, but be- 
cause the feet are less heavily shod in 
waim countries and so are more liable to 
njuiy. 
For the same reason, in the south, more 


negroes than Caucasians have lockjaw. 
The negro makes a practice of going 
barefoot, and his feet are frequently 
scratched or cut. In one recent mild case 
of tetanus poison, caused by stepping up- 
3n a nail, a Kew York doctor analyzed 
eather sciapmgs taken from the shoe 
around the point of incisioa and founr 
:hem full o£ tetanus bacilli which hae 
jeen rubbed from the iiail in its passage 
irough the thick leather. Had the pa- 
tient's foot been bare the germs woult 
lave entered the wound. 
Another New York doctor tells of sev- 


eral cases of lockjavr which, he has treat- 
ed while at his summer home and which 
lave been caused by the introduction of 
he tetanus bacillus through wounds made 
jy the horns of,catfish. 


"I have known of tetanus poisoning 


from cuts made by fish fins and from 
obster claws and from oyster or clam 
hells," said the doctor to a reporter, "anc 
•'d advise any one to suck a wound like 
Jiat vigorously the instant it is made 
The poison isn't ordinarily on the fish or 
the shell, but it is on the dirty hands, am 
i fisherman is pretty likely to have dirty 
lands and to get occasional scratches in 
landlingfish." 
The mosquito carries the tetanus baeil 
us along with other germs, and ia locali 
ties where the bacillus is plentiful ease 
of lockjaw for which no cause could a 
first be found have been, traced to mos 
quite bites. 


In violent eases of lockjaw the poison 


toxin may develop and produce alarm- 
ng symptoms within, a few hours after 
:he entrance of the bacillus into the 
blood, but in most cases the development 
s slow at the outset. The trouble shows 
first in a soreness and stiffness of the 
side neck muscles, and gradually slight 
spasms of the muscles appear. 


Those spasms increase in violence and 


extend to the muscles at the back of the 
neck, and then to the entire spice and 
trunk. The abdominal and chest mus- 
cles become rigid, and the spine is ordi- 
narily curved. The face takes on gri- 
maces, with the forehead furrowed, the 
angles of the mouth drawn back into a 
grin and the jaw firmly set, and this fa- 
cial expression, in" connection with the 
hoarse noise made by the sufferer, renders 
a case of violent tetanus poisoning one 
of the most frightful sights in the range 
of medical experience. Chronic convul- 
sions sweep o^er the body, at intervals 
more and more frequent, as tlje case be- 
comes more violent, the slightest noise or 
jar or even a current of air being enough 
to bring on one of these spasms. It is 
only during these convulsions that the 
patient suffers pain. 


Mild cases may last several weeks, but 


in acute cases death occuis in from one 
to seven days, and the mortality is very 
high. It; is estimated that about 90 per 
cent of the cases end fatally, and among 
infants there is no recovery. The mortal- 
ity from lockjaw is, however, decreasing, 
as a knowledge of the nature of the dis- 
ease becomes more widespread and phy- 
sicians learn how to treat it. 


Analysis has shown that tetanin poi- 


son is much like strychnine ^poisou in its 
effects, though much stronger, and vari- 
ous experiments have been made to find 
an antitoxin that will neutralize the poi- 
son. While the results have not been thor- 
oughly satisfactory, prompt inoculation 
with tetanin- antitoxin is undoubtedly 
valuable in many cases and should al- 
ways he tried, if that is possible. 


Thorough cauterization of the wound is 


necessary, and, if done promptly, will 
ordinarily prevent danger, but the diffi- 
culty is that the wound is often too slight 
to occasion any notice or alarm until aft- 
er tho toxin has developed and the harm 
is done. 


When the disease is once fully develop- 


ed, tho physician baa a difficult proposi- 
tion on his hands. The patient is relat- 
ed by the use of chloroform and hypo- 
dermic morphine and bromide injections 
are given. Hot applications aro'some- 
times beneficial. The patient is kept in a 
dark room and absolutely quiet, the 
slightest excitement being enough to 
bring on convulsions. 
If there ia no 


tooth missing in tho patient's closed jaw, 
it is not unusual to extract one. so that A 
stomach tube may be patssed through the 
opening ami nouviahTtient given in that 
way. Artificial respiration is often nec- 
essary. 
A case developing before the 


sixth day has chances e»t recovery, but if 
the .trouble does not appear until after 
the twelfth day ihcro is comparatively 
llttlo hope for the patleat.—New Xork 
uuu.
